Missouri utilizes the Strategic Prevention Framework model to implement the four guidelines. The process includes: assessment of the community 
needs and readiness; capacity building to mobilize and address the needs of the community; development of a prevention plan to identify the 


activities, programs, and strategies necessary to address the needs; implementation of the prevention plan; and evaluation of the results to 


achieve sustainability and cultural competency. Missouri identifies appropriate strategies based on validated research, empirical evidence of 
effectiveness, and the use of local, state, and federal key community prevention leaders such as National Prevention Network and SAMHSA's 
Center for Substance Abuse Prevention. The Division of Behavioral Health ultimately determines whether or not a chosen intervention falls under 
the parameters of the guidelines.
